THE POLICE, ETC, 


Councillor Drummond moved, in accord- 
ance with notice, that tue Municipal Council 
extend the city police jurisdiction six miles 
beyond the city limits, and that application 
be made in due form to the Lieut.-Governor 
in Council to graot the privilege aforesnid, 
in accordance with section 46 of the Munici- 
pality Act Amendment Act, 1873. 

Councillor Taylor said that when they— 
the Cit: Council—bed made the agreement 
to take over the Police, they understood that 
they did so exclusively with respect to the 
present city of Victoria. He did not believe 
it was their duty to find police for the out~ 
lying dis'ricts at all. 

Councillor Hayward was under the im- 
pression that the agreement made stated that 
the city limits should br extended six miles, 
for police purposes, and be did not think t»is 
Council should show a want of good faith by 
backing eut of the arrangement. There 
ought to be no hesitativa ia pyssing the mo- 
tion. He would move that in reply to a 
communication received from the Govern- 
ment, the Council inform the Goverament 
that they were willing to pay & nominal rent 
of $5,per month for the temporury ue of the 
jail aod court house. 

Councilior Gowen said the Council bad 
never agreed to pay police for six miles out- 
side the city limits, but bad mer-ly promised 
to move for the eatension of the same, six 
miles, to allow the city police to make ar- 
rests. 

The motion of Councillor Drummond, se- 
conded by Councillur Hayward, was after a 
lengthy discussion then put and passed. 

Councillor Gowen said that in their agree- 
ment with the Government, nothing had been 
gaid about the city paying for a policeman at 
Esquimalt. No doubt one was necessary, 
but it was a questioa whether the city or the 
Goveroment should provide bis salary ; he 
would of course like to see the amouct saved 
to the city. 

Cenocillor Taylor did not wish to/see the 
city provide @ policeman for E-quimalt ; if 
the Government bad omitted to place bim on 
the estimates, they must get out ot their mis 
take as best they could. 

Councillor Keast also objeeted to the pre- 
cedent ; it would pot end at Esquimalt, bat 
would result ia a great sumber of police 
being required for the outlying digtricts. 
Desertions from the navy would probably be 
as numerous at Cadboro Bay as at Eequi- 
malt, aod « policeman would be found to be 
wanted there. 

Councillor Drammond moved that the mat- 
ter be deferred until Councillors could obtain 
more information upoa the subject of pay- 
mentior the Esqoimalt police officer, Car- 
ried. 

Councillor Hayward's motion—for paying 
the Government ‘or the use of the city jai) 
and court house—was also carried. 

Councillor Hayward moved, seconded bs 
Councillor Drummond, that a committee be 
appointed to draft « by-law, steting the time 
when the assessment roll shall be returned 
by the assessor to the City Clerk. Carried. 

Committee appoi' ted—Councillors Drum- 
mood and Ha; ward. 

Tenders were ordered tu be invited for side- 
walk on Joboson street, between Quadra and 
Vancouver sireets. 

Tbe usual monthly salaries for officers of 
the Corp-ration, were then ordered to be 


aid. 

Councillor Drummond said he had Leard 
several complaints from parties io the sub 
urbs as to depredations committed by cattte, 
but as the location of the parties complaining 
was outside tue lim‘ts of the pouod keeper's 
duties, the Council regretted its inability to 
act iu the matter. 

The fillowing amounts for police salaries 
and expenses were thea passed, aod ordered 
to be paid :-—

Great Britain the question bag been otherwise 
settled. Acitizen of the United States by 
process of natu alization is thereby invested 
with the full prerogative of citizenship, aud 
is now recognized in bis rights as such eveo 
when sojourving upon British soil, the same 
us a ative bora-citizen would be in a similar 
cas-. The Age says: A case of some 
juterest te electors bas been brought under 
the notice of the Biectoral Registrar bere. A 
person applied furan elector’s right, and ia 
reply to.the question as to whether be was « 
catural born subject of ber Mujesty Queen 
Victoria, be stated be wase natural bora, 
but had subsequently become a citizen of the 
United States by naturalization. The Regis. 
trar was of the opivion that under the cir- 
cumstances be coud not issue the right to 
him, but agreed to submit the case to the 
Chiet Secretary's department.

eblefly devoted to showing the odvapienve,e 
British Columbia to theagticultural séttier, | 
will to-day—still basing my statements on the 
Minister's otice onear two other of 
the staple industries of the country awaiting 
development at the band of the enterprising 
capitalist of the Old World. First ia order, 
let me refer to the almost inexbasstible forest 
wealth of the province. The trees of Britis 
Columbia, covering a very large portion of its 
aree, are the Duugias pine,eproce or Menzies 
fir, yellow fir, balsam, bemluck, white pice, 
yellow pine or Scotch fir, cedar, yellow cyp- 
ress, yew, arber v.te, white maple, arbutus, 
alder, dogwood, aspes, cherry, crab-apple, 
willow, aad cotton-wood. ( these, the 
Douglas Gr, which growsia exbauatiess quan- 
tities, and chiefly near the sea const, is the 
most valuable ; straight, uniform io thickness 
of immense strength, regular grais, and free 
from koots, st bas sometimes been kuown to 
square 45 inches io diameter for 90 feet. Mr. 
Langevia spesks of baving seen several 5 
60 te 80 feet long aud 6 feet in diameter. 4a 
fact, so exceptional is the size of this famous 
tree that orders for 760,000 feet were received 
in 1871 from Velparsigo, the American lua. 
berers being unable to supply timber of euch 
dimensions. At present the woods of British 
Columbia have bees hardly touched. Where 
\umberiog is going forward the logs are drag- 
ged by oxen tothe mills, which are situated 
neatly close to the water's edge, the lumber 
being thence shipped direct to is destination. 
One firm at Burrard’s Inlet absorbs « very 
large portion ef the presest trade, and in 
conjua:tion with another company, exported 
im 1871 from 20 to 25 million feet of lumber 
The rivers, too, afford—or, with some little 
outlay of capital may be made to afford— 
most convenient means for bringing down the 
timber to the coast. A great quantity would 
naturaliy find ite way dowa the Columbie 
River, bat by a strange act of carelessness 
this important highway, although the Col- 
umbia rises in British territory, is not open 
to free navigation. It stands in precisely the 
same category as the St, Lawreace, the nav- 
igation of which was, as you ere aware, 
opened to the Americans, by the Treaty of 
Washington ; and I suppose our clever Com- 
missioners imagined, when they overlooked 
the magnificent Columbia end stipulated for 
the doubtful privilege of navigating the Yucoo 
Stikine and Porcupine in Alaska, that our 
right to the Columbia was undisputed. The 
second article of the Treaty of 1846, the one 
out of which the San Juan difficulty arose, is 
as follows:— ‘From the poiat at which the 
49tb parallel of north latituae shall be found 
to intersect the great northern branch to the 
Columbia River, the navigation of the said 
branch shall be free aod open to. the Hudson's 
Bay Company, and to all British subjects trading 
with the same, to the point where the said 
branch meets the main etream of the 
Colambia; aod thence, down the said main 
stream to the ocean, with iree access into and 
through the said river, or rivers, it being uo- 
derstood thatall the portages along the line 
thus described shall be freeand epen.”” At 
the time this treaty was made the whole trade 
was in the hands of the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany, and you will observe it is to them, and 
British swhjects trading wi.h them, but to them al- 
one th: privilege is conceded. Sothat Mr. Lan- 
gevin bas to remark, ‘that the navigation of 
the Columbia River, from the 49th parallel 
to the sea, is not open to British subjects as 
it should be,” As the omission was so clear- 
ly the resa‘t of oversight, and the sacrifices 
made by Creat Britsia omer the treaty have 
been so great, one would suppose that the 
error ought not to neéd any great amount of 
diplomacy to obtain its rectification, | Au 
abuadant supply everywhere of cedar, the 
splitting qualities of which make it iavalu- 
aule fur roofing-shingles or fence-rails, jis 
another very importaat element ia the coo- 
sideration of the settler or lumberer. The 
white pine is said to be ratber more local io 
its predilection. It is, however, very well 
adapted for carriage building and turni'ure. 
In the las. nam d branch the .naple, too, car~ 
not be overlooked, the besutifai “curied’’ 
variety growing psy | oa the bunks of the 
rivers. There is no doudt, therefore, a fine 
opening in the provisice for lumbering enter- 
prise. Besides the British market for syars, 
there is scarcity of useful woods in South 
America, as well as in Australia and the 
soutbera portion of China. The ardent pur- 
suit of agriculture bas denuded the latter 
woods, and left the people to rely mainly on 
imported timber for their Junkr, toats, and 
house building purposes. Unharcoal, too, is 
auvotber article of commerce that, in Chics, 
finds an unlimited demand. A glanceat the 
map will show how important is the geogra- 
phical position of British Colombia in rela- 
tien te these markets. The maavfactures of 
turpentioe, tar, pitch, end potash—all closely 
related to the timber industry—are as yet 
alwost entirely untouched ia the province. 
If, however, the forests of British Colum- 
bia conceal an ail but anexplered source of 
wealth, the Gsberies will, 1 believe, even ex- 
ceed them in the retura they will yield to 
capital and commercial enegy. They are, 
probably, the: richest in the world: and, as 
yet, any attempt to tura them to profit is in 
its earliest infancy. Wilst whaling offers a 
piofitable means of enterprise ja the Gulf of 
Georgia, which separates Vancourer from the 
mainiaod, the rivers aad estuaries of the pro- 
vince abound ia fish, of whicu [ will briefly 
mention the most numerous and valuable 
The sturgeon 
ot enormous size, having been kaowa at 
times to reach 500 pounds weight. It is eaten 
both fresh nad emoked, bat for foreign mar- 
ketable purposes will prove most profitable, 
I imagine for the isinglass aod caviare it pro- 
duces. Of the former no manufactory exists 
in the colony at present, 60 that branch of 
business is inviungly open to all comers. 
Ot the latter (caviare) it is stated on good 
autbority that from the body ofa temale stur- 
geon, killed in the Frazerriver, 0 less thao 
a basbel was taken, The salmon, of which 
there are found five or six species, is most 
abundant, and of fine quality, Some pro~ 
haa been made in the. establishment of 
a salmoo curing trade, bat itis cepable of in- 
definite developmest. . The salmon for export 
is smoked, salted, aud packed in barrels ; or 
cured aod packed in smal! tins. It finds an 
apliniited market, both in the Ualifornia and 
more distant ports, The houlicau is also ex- 
ported in a .smoked or galted state. Itis @ 
swall fish, full of oil ; appears on the coast 
jn countless myriads, and is caught in « very 
primitive fashion, with great readiness. The 
codfish is also abundant, and it bas been 
stated that extensive codbaoks are to be foand 
in the Galf, but the information on this point 
is too meagre to justify meiu saying more 
respecting it. The herring resorts to the 
coast in large shoals in the winter months, 
Of the modes by which thie fewiliar edible 
may be prepared for market I need say noth- 
ing. The halibutiis very plentiful, attains 
great size, snd may probably become one of 
the country’s exports, although st present 
only captured for bome consumption. The 
sardine—either the trae species or & fish 
closely resembling it—and the sachovy—deli- 
cacies requiring so commestary—ere aleo 
fouod in any quact:ty. The haddock, largely 
ia demand fo a smoked state in all the Ameri- 
rotising source of profit.

The New York Albion*snggests that the Do- 
minion Government seod a speci»! agent to 
Washington to attempt to remove the difficul- 
ties sucrouediog & fiscal treaty betwaen Can- 
ada and the United States, The Albion ia- 
stances Mr. Cobden, sent by the British Gov- 
eroment to the Freach Empire to devise a Lib- 
eral Tariff, All very Gne.. We made two 
attempts whea we were not weaned aod were 
laughed at for our pains. Now that we are 
weaned, and heave no extraordinary desire 
for the old sort of food, it certainly would be 
a work of supererogation to send some on 
knock about Wasbingtoo for a couple of 
months. The pub.ic sentiment of this coun- 
try would pot sustain the Government in such 
a course. The two countries are, we agree, 
estranged on a qaestion of considerable im- 
portance. But its importance is altogether 
magnified by our New York contemporary. 
Figh will be free under the Treaty. Coals 
are almost free, aod will be, before long, al- 
together free. Lumber is not but ia the case 
of thatarticle, the comsumer pays the duty, 
not the seller; and our neighbors must have it 
no métter what it costs. A Reciprocity 
wili not make Americaa coal cheaper to the 
people of Cadada, for we impose no duty on 
it now. Flour will be ne cheaper, for there 
ia D0 duty now on that commodity, coming 
from the United States. Lumber is free 
What, therefore is there really worth baving 
e Reciprocity Treaty about? As things now 
stand, we oblaia American products as cheap- 
ly ome can be obtained while they pay 
heavily for ours. The experience of the coal 
trade shows that the United States are not 
to be.as highly valued as @ market forj our 
coal, as many people thought when there 
was high duty. Let the United States Gey- 
ernment take the duty off of lumber, (and 
they will do 80 under the Treaty in a year 
or two), coal flour, grain, potatoes, and en- 
able the people to obtain these articles of 
ecessity at the cheapest possible price. It 
is certainly no interest of ours, if the United 
States Government didn’t see that it,is the 
interest of (heir own people they are serving, 
when they reduce the price of the necessities 
of life. | We might sell a few thousand dol- 
lars more of produce. We doubt it, with the 
coal statistics before us, 

When examined, there is really nothing 
worth having a Reciprocity about, but the 
coasting trade. [¢ is, therefore, worth our 
while to send a special agent to Washington, 
toloox after United States interests? For 
thxt evidently is what the Reciprocity Treaty, 
as talked of now, means; the coasting trade 
does not, seem to be even so much as meg- 
tioned, and till it is, our *‘best statesmen,”’ 
can and better employment at home.—Nova 
Scotia pape, Dec. 6.
